THE SITUATION IN JAPAN, 


‘ATTITUDE OF THE PEOPLE 
FOWARDS FOREIGNERS. 


The Tobacco Monopoly. 
{From Our Own Correspondent.) 


Kony, April 7, 

It is not conspicuously apparent that this 
country ia at war. Conditions aroso very 
difforent from what they were daring the 
Ohina-Japan war of 1804, and during the 
Boxer troubles in 1900 thore was so very 
little to do that really tharc is point for 
comparison now. If one lives at a distance 
from the railway lines, or if one has little 
occasion to travel by rail, one finds but 
little to interfere with his daily occupation, 
The people arc continuing their admirable 
bohaviour towards foreigners, except whon 
the forsignor goes out of his beaten tracks; 
thon he finds policemen’ and strango civi- 
lians are wofully suspicious, and his path 
is nota pleasant one. This condition has 
Lecdme so conspicuous that the native 
propriotors of hetela that cater eapecially 
to the tourist trade are complaining of 
Tack of patronage and aro demanding that 
officials shall bo more considerate of their 
possible gucste; but it is too late, the 
fact of this disagreeable oxpionage has be- 
come known throughout Europe and’ 
America, and people are not willing te put 
themselves at the mercy of the Japanese 
policemen snd newspaper reporters, to 
have their lives made burdensome. 

When 1 say it is not easy to realize that 
dapan is at war, I speak .as a professional 
man: the business man is beginning to 
have the fact brought unpleasanély clearly 
before him in the stagration in business, 


and in the falling off of deliveries. Then, 
too, if one visits certain industrial contres, 
whore the business is closely conuected 
with the manufactu¥e of fabriea fur ox port, 
it becomes apparent that something ie 
wrong, fur facteries have shut down, thore 
sre many houses to let, and there are num- 
bers of idle people roaming about the 
streets, 

On the Ist April, wo may call it ono of 
the ‘ Quarter-Days,’ the crowds nt the Em- 
ployment Agencies were eapecislly notice- 
able, for so many factory hands have beon 
discharged that the rush for places in 
domestic service nade a veritable plethom 
of house sorvants of all kinds. 

Tho service on the trunk lines of  rail- 
ways frum Tokio to Shimonoseki ins 
been completely disorganized ever since 
the Ist of April, when the troops 
began to pour towards the possible seat 
of war, and there is little prospeet of 
immediate readjustment. Ih is a Tittle 
difficult to determine just why the speed of 
trains has been reduecd and why sll com- 
forts and conveniences have been taken 
away from the trains that are still ranning. 
Of course, it is but natural to expect the 
timo uf the through trains-“from Tokya t6 
Kobe, for example, should be tengthened, 
because all of them are now accommodation 
trains and stop everywhere, but it is not of 
those trains that speak. What I do not 
understand is traine that are of no 
greater length or weight than were those of 
three months sgo, and that are drawn by 
the same engines, should now be running 
between stations at a spocd of about one- 
half the normal.

Nearly all of the 
newspapers, without stint, condemn the 
action, and even the government organs 
oxpress doubt aa to the proprioty of it at 
the present moment. Undoubtedly, it isa 
mistake: te draw unnecessarily from tho 
Governmont’s resources at this time, even 
the few millions that will be required by the 
Government in obtaining possession of the 
individual plants and in starting its own 
operations, I havealrendy commented upon 
the lack of wisdom displayed by the Gov- 
ernment officials in their determination to 
try their prentice hand again at a businoss 
enterprize with the lesson they ought to 
have learned from the dire failure of the 
Governnient Iron Works staring them in 
the faco, and I say no more about that, ex- 
capt to romark that tho uttor failure of the 
ufficials responsible for tho Government 
Tron Works is particularly emphasized juat 
now when, if they wero running in anyth- 
ing like a satisfactory way, they svould be of 
gtoat service, Japan neodaavety yon’.cho

FROM VLADIVOSTOCK TO

At Vindivostacl itself, the cost of living 
haa only gone up twenty-five per cent, but 
thero is no abundance of provisions there, 
or along the rnilway. At Moukden, Viceroy 
Aloxcieff was living in his railway car, not, 
na hes boan suggested, that he might escape 


jeadily if Hight became necesiary, but be- 


cause there ore no houses there available 
fit to live in, and the whole city ig at least 
a foot deep in mud, ne train was passed 
on the way which was conveying wounded 
to the rear, but otherwise there were not 
many signs-of activo warfrre which the 
three foreigueta were allowed to sec, though 
they were treated everywhero, when they 
showed ‘their passes, with great courtesy.
